The steelworkers hav e threat­ 
ened to strike New Year’s Day to 
j back up dem ands for a 15-cent 
hourly wage Ix iost and other benc- 
I fits. The gov ernment has inter* 
j v ened in an effort to obtain a 
' settlement.

“The steelworkers are certain- 
! ly entitled to a substantial in* 
! crease, and certainly the steel in­ 
dustry can afford to p ay a p rop er 
j wage for their serv ices,” the Mine 
• Union chief declared. 
Lewis said that the question of 
the amount and nature of the sup ­ 
p ort the miners union may offer 
'ho steelworkers “will be determ ­ 
ined 
later.” It will dep end, he 
said, “up on how much the steel­ 
workers need and what are then 
desires.”

may quit work in sy m p athy with 
striking steelworkers, p articular­ 
ly in steel industry -owned “cap ­ 
tiv e” coal mines.

First flo o ding is no rmally 
do ne after rice has attained a 
gro wth o f 4 to 6 inches, then after 
rice co ntinu es in gro wth u ntil the 


desired dep th o f 5 to 7 inches is 
reached. This dep th is maintained 
thro u gho u t the gro wing p erio d. As 
rice nears its matu rity , the water 
is drained fro m the field and har­ 
v esting starts. 
Rice is harv ested with a mo is­ 
tu re co ntent o f 18 to 20 p ercent. 
This sho u ld be dried u ntil a de­ 
sirable mo istu re co ntent o f aro u nd 
12 to 15 p ercent is reached fo r 
safe sto rage.

United States and is important in 
the Agricultural Conservation Pro­ 
gram. As a result, the demand for 
seed has been heavy and has but- 
run supply. However, seed produc­ 
tion has been increasing until now 
there is enough for wide distribu­ 
tion over the country. 
The chairman 
points out that 
ladino seed is produced in Cali­ 
fornia, Oregon, Idaho, Washington, 
and Montana and time is needed 
to get it into the hands of local 
dealers. Farmers can help speed 
up the movement by getting their 
orders in early or indicating to 
their dealers that they will want 
seed at planting time next spring.

SEM0 Formers Told 
To maintain increased livestock 
numbers, farmers are being ask ed 
in 1952 to re-emphasize feed grain 
production, E. R. Caldwell, chair­ 
man of the Missouri Agricultural 
Mobilization Committee, said to­ 
day. Corn 
and grain 
sorghums 
should receive prior claim over 
all less-productive grain crops. 
Farmers are ask ed, to continue 
cotton production at a high level, 
Mr. Caldwell explained, because 
of its great 
importance 
to the 
economic and military strength of 
the United States and the rest of 
the free world. 
Feed grain output must be sup­ 
plemented by grasses and rough­ 
age, and hay and pasture seed 
goals reflect the continued need 
for large acreages of improved 
q uality roughage. 


To protect .farmers against the 
possibility that large production 
might force prices to ineq uitable 
levels, Government price supports 
in 1952, as in the past, will pro­ 
vide minimum or “floor” prices. 


Supports on corn, upland cot­ 
ton, rice, wool, milk and butter- 
fat, wheat and soybeans have been 
set at 90 per cent of parity, grain 
sorghums, barley, oats, and rye at 
80 per cent. 
Missouri’s 1902 acreage goals are 
as follows: Corn 4,600,000; oats 1,- 
600,000; barley 100,000; sorghums 
for grain 25,000; tame hay 3,500,- 
000; soybeans for beans 1,200,000; 
cotton 550,000; 
wheat 
1,800,000, 
rye 30,000; rice 2,000; 
potatoes 
17,600 and sweet potatoes 7.000. 
Production at this level will re­ 
q uire increased yields per acre for 
all major crops, and larger acre­ 
ages for those crops which are 
needed most.

a pheasant pie, though a peacock 
pie was certainly the most auth- 
entical; but there has been such 
a m ortality among the peacocks 
this season, that he could not pre­ 
vail upon himself to have one k ill­ 
ed.” 
Peacocks often w ere served in 
a pie, w ith the head protruding 
from one side, and tail from the 
other. A sponge was soaked in 
spirits and placed in the beak. As 
the peacock was brought to the 
table, traditionally by the high­ 
est ranking lady in the house, the 
sponge was ignited.

In Polton, England, there was 
an old Christm as treat called A p ­ 
ple Florentine. This was a large 
apple pie cooked in a pewter dish 
w ith “ good baking apples, 
sugar 
and lemon to the very brim, with 
a covering of rich pastry.” So far 
only a run-of-a-mill dessert; but 
wait, before the pie was served, 
the crust was removed and brok­ 
en into pieces. A full quart of hot, 
well-spiced ale was 
poured into

and dessert was served.

sent for a Minee-pie abroad, my 
w ife not being able to make any 
herself yet.” 
Four years later, Mrs. 
Pepys 
fu lly recovered, there was a more 
sumptuous Christm as meal: 
“ L a y pretty long in bed, and 
then rose, leaving my wife desirous 
to sleep, having sat up until four 
this morning seeing her mayds 
make Mincc-pies. I go to church, 
where our parson M ills made a 
good 
Sermon. 
Then 
home, and 
dined well on some good ribbs of 
beef roasted and Mince-pies, and 
plenty of good wine o.f my owne, 
and my heart full of true joy and 
thanks to God alm ighty . . .” 
Mrs. Ga skell’s Preference 
Mrs. Gaskell, a Victorian writer, 
professed a preference for turkey 
and sausages for her 
fictional 
characters. In “ Christm as Storms 
and Sunshine” she added: “ As to 
the sweets— whether plum pudding 
1 leave such considerations to you: 
I only beg you not to mind ex­ 
pense. Christmas comes but once

W ith governm ental agencies, as 
w ith individuals, there is a w ide­ 
spread tendency to acquire a debt 
and then let ’er ride indefinitely 
despite ihe erosive effect of in­ 
terest.

Frederick is celebrated in his-

because it was the 
-cene of B arbara F rietchie’s al­ 
leged defiance of Gen. Stonew all 
Jackson, when she reputedly dis­ 
played the Stars and Stripes as 
the Rebels m arched in and told 
them to “shoot if you m ust this 
old gray head,” but spare Old 
I Glory. That is the w ay W hittier 
told it in a poem the accuracy of 
which has been roundly disputed. 
The ransom incident took place 
I two years later. In the CiviL W ar, 
I our -ide was habitually hard up 
| for most everything except fight- 
j mg spirit. So when Early took the 
, town in 1864, he called on them 
I to cough up $200,000, or else. The 
m ayor argued that it was beyond 
the tow n's ability to pay, but 
changed his tune and cam e across 
with the $200,000 when Early re­ 
worded his dem and in the form of 
i an ultim atum . 
The town authorities got the 
money from Frederick banks on 
prom isory notes, and the last $20,- 
000 has just been paid off. It was 
estim ated that interest on the debt 
had totaled $600,000. 
The ransom of Frederick had a 
sidelight that showed how times 
have changed. A fter the $200,000 
had been paid over, G eneral Early 
discovered large hidden stores of 
Union Arm y supplies. He would 
not touch them , because he had 
given his word to the burghers 
that if his dem and for $200,000 
was m et he would take nothing 
more. The arm y of a 20th C entury 
dictator would have taken both 
$200,000 and the supplies, and 
probably tortured some represen­ 
tative citizens for holding out on 
the conquerors.—M ontgom ery Ad­ 
vertiser.

To maintain increased livestock 
numbers, farmers are being asked 
in 1952 to re-emphasize feed grain 
production. E. R. Caldwell, chair­ 
man of the Missouri Agricultural 
Mobilization Committee, said to­ 
day. Corn 
and grain 
sorghums 
should receive prior claim over 
all less-jDroductive grain crops. 
Farmers are asked, to continue 
cotton production at a high level, 
Mr. Caldwell explained, because 
of its great 
importance 
to the 
economic and military strength of 
the United States and the rest of 
the free world. 
Feed grain output must be sup­ 
plemented by grasses and rough­ 
age, and hay and pasture seed 
goals reflect the continued need 
for large acreages of improved 
quality roughage. 


To protect .farmers against the 
possibility that large production 
might force prices to inequitable 
levels, Government price supports 
in 1952, as in the past, will pro­ 
vide minimum or “floor” prices. 


Supports on corn, upland cot­ 
ton, rice, wool, milk and butter- 
fat, wheat and soybeans have been 
set at 90 per cent of parity, grain 
sorghums, barley, oats, and rye at 
80 per cent. 
Missouri’s 1952 ocreag-c goals are 
as follows: Corn 4.600,000; oats 1,- 
600,000; barley 100.000; sorghums 
for grain 25,000; tame hay 3,500,- 
000; soybeans for beans 1,200,000; 
cotton 550,000; 
wheat 
1,800,000, 
rye 30,000; rice 2,000; 
potatoes 
17.600 and sweet potatoes 7.000. 
Production at this level will re­ 
quire increased yields per acre for 
all major crops, and larger acre­ 
ages for those crops which are 
needed most.

SEMO Farmers Told 
To maintain increased livestock 
numbers, farmers are being asked 
in 1952 to re-emphasize feed grain 
production, E. R. Caldwell, chair­ 
man of the Missouri Agricultural 
Mobilization Committee, said to­ 
day. Corn 
and grain 
sorghums 
should receive prior claim over 
all less-productive grain crops. 
Farmers are asked, to continue 
cotton production at a high level, 
Mr. Caldwell explained, because 
of its great 
importance 
to the 
economic and military strength of 
the United States and the rest of 
the free world. 
Feed grain output must be sup­ 
plemented by grasses and rough­ 
age, and hay and pasture seed 
goals reflect the continued need 
for large acreages of improved 
quality roughage. 


To protect .farmers against the 
possibility that large production 
might force prices to inequitable 
levels, Government price supports 
in 1952, as in the past, will pro­ 
vide minimum or “floor” prices. 


Supports on corn, upland cot­ 
ton, rice, wool, milk and butter­ 
fat, wheat and soybeans have been 
set at 90 per cent of parity, grain 
sorghums, barley, oats, and rye at 
80 per cent. 
Missouri’s 1952 acreage goals are 
as follows: Corn 4.600,000; oats 1,- 
600.000; barley 100,000; sorghums 
for grain 25,000; tame hay 3,500,- 
000; soybeans for beans 1,200,000; 
cotton 550,000; 
wheat 
1,800,000, 
rye 30,000; rice 2,000; 
potatoes 
17,600 and sweet potatoes 7.000. 
Production at this level will re­ 
quire increased yields per acre for 
all major crops, and larger acre­ 
ages for those crops which are 
needed most. The job will be the 
more difficult 
because 
regional 
labor shortages will undoubtedly 
occur, and supplies of 
fertilizer 
and farm machinery will be con­ 
siderably less than the farm de­ 
mand because critical materials 
are being diverted to the m ilitary 
program.
